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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The proposed amendment changes the scope of the claims and therefore requires a new seach. In addition, 
the proposed amendment contains 112, first paragraph, enablement issues. The proposed amendment intends the second type of 
network to correspond with IPv4 where the second type of network "provides routing control by referencing an entirety of address bits of 
the network identifying portion of the second address space". Examiner submits that routing in IPv4 can be performed using only a 
portion of the address space. For instance, routers route a packet to a network (i.e. network address 5) and then to a subnetwork of that 
network (i.e. subnetwork address 5.1, 5.2, 5.3). As such.Examiner asserts that the IPv4 network does not correspond with the second 
type of network .
